Nowhere to hide 

Many local travellers resigned to new airport scans

A winding lineup of U.S.- 
bound travellers inched 
along at the Edmonton In¬ 
ternational Airport yester¬ 
day afternoon, abuzz with 
debate after the 
announcement new secu¬ 
rity features will soon re¬ 
veal air passengers’ most 
private parts. 

Federal transport officials 
confirmed scanners at secu¬ 
rity checkpoints at Canadi¬ 
an airports — including Ed¬ 
monton’s — will be in¬ 
stalled by spring. 

The decision follows an 


apparent attempt to blow 
up a plane over Michigan 
on Christmas Day. 

Since the bomb scare, 
new federally imposed secu¬ 
rity amendments have 
forced EIA staffers to ease 
frustrated travellers thr¬ 
ough extended wait times, 
longer lines and carry-on re¬ 
strictions. EIA spokes¬ 
woman Traci Bednard said 
most are resigned to the 
measures, as they are in 
place for passenger safety. 

“It’s inconvenient, but I’d 
rather be secure,” Arizona- 
bound flyer Pam McLean 
said. 

Passengers are no longer 
allowed any carry-on items 


except diaper bags, laptops 
and purses no bigger than a 
sheet of paper. 

Roughly 40 US flights de¬ 
part from the Edmonton In¬ 
ternational Airport daily. 
Airlines are now suggesting 
U.S. passengers arrive at 
least three hours prior to 
flights, Bednard said. 

Travellers who spoke 
with Metro yesterday were 
prepared for and accepting 
of new procedures, but held 
varying opinions on soon- 
to-come scanners, which 
will reveal 3-D outlines of 
the naked body. 

“That’s just not right. I 
would feel uncomfortable 
about (scanners),” Nevada- 


bound Edmontonian Leigh 
Holts said. “I don’t know if 
they’ll impact my travel de¬ 
cisions, but they’ll definite¬ 
ly make me think more.” 

The scanners will be used 
only on those selected for 
additional screening, 
though uncomfortable pas¬ 
sengers can opt out for a 
traditional pat-down. 

That’s good news for flyer 
Sylvia Pirnalc, who will 
choose a scan if offered the 
option. “I would rather (be 
scanned) than have some¬ 
one I don’t know touching 
me,” she said. “They can 
look all they want, I have 
nothing to hide.” 
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Woman dead, 
husband hurt 
in devastating 
house blaze 

death An elderly woman is 
dead and her husband is in 
critical condition after an 
early morning fire ripped 
through a Capilano-area 
home yesterday. 

Desperate cries for help 
from the burning 
bungalow at 106 Avenue 
and 57 Street prompted a 
neighbour to call 911 
shortly after 1 a.m. 

The blaze was battled by 
17 units, and took just un¬ 
der two hours to control, 
Edmonton Fire Rescue 
Services spokesman Tim 
Wilson said. Though the 
cause of the fire has not 
yet been determined, 
investigators say it began 
in a bedroom on the north¬ 
east side of the basement. 

Damages are estimated 
at $425,000. Though 
firefighters attempted to 
protect homes on either 
side, neighbouring build¬ 
ings sustained $20,000 in 
damages. The home was 
completely destroyed in 
the blaze, Wilson said. 

The man was found out¬ 
side the home, and the 
woman was found dead in¬ 
side. Both the victim and 
survivor are in their 80s. 

The deceased has not yet 
been identified.

Focus on economy: Harper 

PM says Canadians worried about jobs, not Afghanistan 


Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper says Canadians 
aren't really concerned 
about allegations that the 
government engaged in a 
coverup over the abuse of 
Afghan detainees. 

“I think polls have been 
pretty clear that that’s not 
on the top of the radar of 
most Canadians,” Harper 
said in an interview with 
CBC-TV correspondent Pe¬ 
ter Mansbridge. 

The government had 
been on the defensive late 
last year over allegations 
that it tried to cover up in¬ 
formation that Afghan au¬ 
thorities were abusing 
Afghan detainees after 
they were handed over by 
Canadian soldiers. And op¬ 
position MPs say Harper 
decided to suspend Parlia¬ 
ment until March to shut 
down a House of Com¬ 
mons committee probing 


the detainee controversy. 

But Harper said Canadi¬ 
ans are more interested in 
the recession battering the 
country. “What’s on the 
radar is the economy.” 

The prime min¬ 
ister said his gov¬ 
ernment wants to 
focus on economic 
conditions when 
Parliament re¬ 
opens on March 3 
with a speech 
from the throne 
and a budget the 
next day. 

But there’s no 
doubt the opposi¬ 
tion parties will return to 
the Afghan detainee issue 
in March, he said. 
“They’ve been on that sub¬ 
ject for three or four years 
now. I’m sure they’ll con¬ 
tinue on it.” 

In his first public com¬ 
ments on his decision to 


close down Parliament for 
the second time in a little 
over a year, Harper insist¬ 
ed it was a “routine consti¬ 
tutional matter” if the gov¬ 
ernment isn’t threatened 
with defeat by 
other parties in 
the Commons. 

“We want to 
take some time 
to recalibrate the 
government’s 
agenda” on the 
economy and 
other policies, 
the prime minis¬ 
ter said. He 
didn’t name the 
other priority issues, but 
Conservatives have said 
law-and-order legislation 
will feature prominently 
in the next session. 

He also said the govern¬ 
ment will quickly fill va¬ 
cancies in the Senate to 
make it harder for Liberal 


senators to make changes 
to Conservative legislation 
approved in the Com¬ 
mons. 

On the question of re¬ 
aligning airline security in 
the wake of the latest ter¬ 
rorist scare in the United 
States, Harper said securi¬ 
ty measures in Canada will 
have to become tighter. 

“We don’t have to take 
identical measures (as the 
U.S.), but we certainly 
have to undertake meas¬ 
ures that would prevent 
any similar kind of threat 
in Canada.” 

Ottawa will examine 
the 14-country terrorist 
watch list announced by 
the U.S. in recent days to 
see if Canada should 
adopt this approach. But 
“we may arrive at differ¬ 
ent conclusions,” Harper 
said.

Britain also wants to de¬ 


ploy the scanners at its air¬ 
ports, but the government 
has run into opposition 
over privacy concerns. 
Canada’s privacy commis¬ 
sioner doesn’t share those 
worries. 

Baird and Rob Merrifield, 
junior transport minister, 
said the scanners will only 
be used for passengers sin¬ 
gled out for secondaiy 
screening. And people who 
don’t want to go through 
the machines can opt to be 
frisked instead. 

The scanners will first be 
installed in Vancouver, Cal- 
gaiy, Edmonton, Winnipeg, 
Toronto, Montreal, Ottawa 


and Halifax and will all be 
in place in by spring. 

The system, tested in 
British Columbia at the 
Kelowna airport, enables a 
screening officer to see 
whether someone is carry¬ 
ing explosives or other dan¬ 
gerous items.

sexual assault A Halifax 
woman has filed a lawsuit 
against a Roman Catholic 
diocese in Nova Scotia, al¬ 
leging that she endured 
nearly a decade of sexual 
assaults by a priest who 
took her in as a little girl 
and forced her to call him 
uncle. 

Linda Deschamp claims 
in the suit filed in the 
province’s Supreme Court 
that the cycle of abuse be¬ 
gan after Rev. Raoul Deveau 
offered her a job cleaning 
the rectory in the small 
community of Shelburne 
when she was 11 years old. 

Deschamp alleges in the 
statement of claim that 
when she went to the recto¬ 
ry she was repeatedly sexu¬ 
ally assaulted by the priest, 
who died in the early 
1980s. John McKiggan, De- 
schamp’s lawyer, said yes¬ 
terday that the now middle- 
aged woman then moved 
in with the priest to help 
her impoverished, devout 
parents and was instructed 
to call him uncle. 

The suit names the 
diocese of Yarmouth and 
Halifax Archbishop Antho¬ 
ny Mancini, who oversees 
the diocese, as defendants.

Grit Leader Michael Ignati¬ 
eff. 

The Liberals launched an 
online contest challenging 
Canadians to come up with 
suggestions for the “out of 
office” reply that would ex¬ 
plain Harper’s decision to 
prorogue or suspend Parlia¬ 
ment until March 3. 

They offered a few sam¬ 
ples, such as: “Hi. My poll¬ 
ster advised me to lay low 


until the Olympics bring 
me back into majority terri¬ 
tory. Sorry for the inconven¬ 
ience.” The contest an¬ 
nouncement included a 
photo-shopped image of 
Harper in a loud Hawaiian 
shirt, with a lei draped 
around his neck. In the 
background on one side of 
the prime minister was the 
door to the House of Com¬ 
mons, with a “closed” sign 
plastered on it. 

On the other side, was a 
picture of a beach with the 
slogan “Just Vacationing” 
superimposed over it — a 


riff on the Tory mantra that 
Ignatieff is “just visiting.” 

The contest prompted 
Harper’s office to point out 
that the prime minister is 
not, in fact, on vacation. He 
was working in his office 
Monday and yesterday and 
gave an interview to CBC’s 
Peter Mansbridge. 

By contrast, Harper 
spokesperson Dimitri 
Soudas said: “Michael Ig¬ 
natieff is still on holidays in 
Europe and his staff is hard 
at work dreaming up use¬ 
less contests.”

U.S. President Barack

Obama called that unac¬ 
ceptable. “I will not toler¬ 
ate it,” he said. 

The accused attacker, 23- 
year-old Nigerian Umar 
Farouk Abdulmutallab, has 
claimed ties to al-Qaida. 
Witnesses said he ignited 
an explosive mixture, but 
it failed to do serious dam¬ 
age to the Northwest jetlin¬ 


er or its passengers, and he 
was subdued by other pas¬ 
sengers and airline crew 
members on the Detroit- 
bound Northwest Airlines 
flight. 

Obama, speaking after 
meeting with his Cabinet 
and national security team, 
declared, “We have to do 
better, and we will do better. 
And we will do it quickly.” 

But while he expressed 
clear displeasure with the 
U.S. failure to prevent the 
suspect from boarding a 


U.S.-bound flight, Obama 
did not announce any fir¬ 
ings or job reassignments. 

According to a White 
House statement released 
later, Obama told his gath¬ 
ering of officials: “This was 
a screw-up that could have 
been disastrous. We 
dodged a bullet, but just 
barely. It was averted by 
brave individuals, not be¬ 
cause the system worked, 
and that is not acceptable.” 

Obama also said he was 
suspending the transfer of 


Guantanamo detainees to 
Yemen. The Christmas at¬ 
tack has raised concerns 
about Yemen, because the 
Nigerian man has claimed 
to have been acting on in¬ 
structions from al-Qaida 
operatives in that country. 

Nearly half of the 198 ter¬ 
ror suspect detainees held 
at Guantanamo Bay in Cu¬ 
ba are from Yemen.

Photo captures space... as a toddler 


space NASA’s Hubble Space 
Telescope has captured the 
earliest image yet of the 
universe — just 600 million 
years after the Big Bang, 
when the universe was just 
a toddler. 

Scientists released the 
photo yesterday at a meet¬ 
ing of the American Astro¬ 
nomical Society. It is the 
most complete picture of 
the early universe so far, 
showing galaxies with stars 
that are already hundreds 
of millions of years old, 
along with the unmistak¬ 
able primordial signs of the 
first cluster of stars. 

These young galaxies 
haven’t yet formed their fa¬ 
miliar spiral or elliptical 
shapes and are much small¬ 
er and quite blue in colour. 
That’s mostly because at 
this stage, they don’t con¬ 
tain many heavy metals. 


New telescope 

• As far back as Hubble can 
see, it still does not see the 
first galaxies. For that, 

NASA will have to rely on a 
new observatory, the $4.5- 
billion US James Webb tele¬ 
scope, which is set to 
launch in about four years. 

said Garth Illingworth, a 
University of California, 
Santa Cruz, astronomy pro¬ 
fessor who was among 
those releasing the photo. 

“We’re seeing very small 
galaxies that are seeds of 
the great galaxies today,” 
Illingworth said in a news 
conference. 

Until NASA’s Hubble tele¬ 
scope was repaired and up¬ 
graded last year, the far¬ 
thest back in time that as¬ 
tronomers could see was 


about 900 million years af¬ 
ter the Big Bang, Illing¬ 
worth said. Hubble has 
been key in helping deter¬ 
mine the age of the uni¬ 
verse at about 13.7 billion 
years, ending a long scien¬ 
tific debate about a decade 
ago. 

“We are on the way to the 
beginning,” said astrophysi¬ 
cist Neil deGrasse Tyson of 
the American Museum of 
Natural History. “Every step 
closer to the beginning tells 
you something you did not 
know before.”

Google’s smartphone 
hits the market in U.S. 


Google Inc. began selling 
its own mobile phone yes¬ 
terday, a much-anticipated 
move aimed at protecting 
its online advertising em¬ 
pire as people increasingly

to wait until they can 
order one. 

The Nexus One joins 
about 20 other mobile de¬ 
vices that already run on 
Android, the mobile oper¬ 
ating system that Google 
introduced in 2007 to 
make it easier to connect 
to its services and other 
sites away from home. 

Google designed the 
touch-screen phone in 
partnership with Taiwan’s 
HTC Corp., which made

Added security screening 
won't upset Vancouver 
airport's Olympic plan: Exec 


Vancouver’s airport has 
beefed up its security equip¬ 
ment and added extra staff 
to hand-search U.S.-bound 
passengers in the wake of 
tighter American security 
rules just weeks before an 
expected flood of Winter 
Olympic visitors. 

Don Ehrenholz, opera¬ 
tions vice-president for the 
airport, said in an interview 
that even before yesterday’s 
announcement that the air¬ 
port would likely be among 
the first to get full-body 
scanners, airport officials 
had been increasing securi¬ 
ty measures in the wake of 
the Christmas Day terror¬ 
ism scare in Detroit. 

“Certainly in the last two 
weeks we’ve made a lot of 
adjustments,” said Ehren¬ 
holz. 

“CATSA (Canadian Air 
Transport Security Authori¬ 
ty) has provided that equip¬ 
ment and a lot of extra peo¬ 
ple to do the hand-search¬ 
ing component, which is 
the extra piece we’ve had to 
add to U.S.-bound passen¬ 
gers.” 

The move comes after an 
abortive attempt by an al¬ 
leged Nigerian terrorist to 
blow up a Detroit-bound 
flight on Christmas Day us-

ing explosives hidden in his 
underpants. 

In the wake of the failed 
attack, Ottawa banned car- 
iy-on bags for U.S.-bound 
travellers, except for purses 
and laptop computers, and 
ordered mandatory pat- 
downs after passengers had 
gone through magnetic 
scanners. 

Before the incident, Van¬ 
couver’s airport had an 
elaborate plan in place to 
handle the increasing num¬ 
bers of travellers into the 
city for the Games. 

The plans include a tem¬ 
porary departure terminal 
to handle Olympic and Par¬ 
alympic athletes, families, 
officials and others connect¬ 
ed with the Games. 

While the arrival of ath¬ 
letes, media and spectators 
for the Feb. 12 start of the 
Games is expected to be 
spread out, a major crush is 
expected when they wrap 
up. 

Officials expect a record 
39,000 passengers to leave 
on March 1, the day after 
the closing ceremonies.

Older and wiser, Bilodeau 
sets sights on gold medal 

Moguls star learns from competing in Turin as a teenager 



Moguls World Cup champ Alexandre Bilodeau is gunning for another shot at an Olympic medal 
after falling short of the podium in Turin as a teenager. 


A baby-faced Alexandre 
Bilodeau was oozing with 
confidence as he stood 
atop the Olympic moguls 
run in Turin. 

About a month before the 
2006 Games, the teenager 
had become the youngest 
man ever to win a World 
Cup moguls event. He cap¬ 
tured a second gold only 
days before the Olympics. 

With only a handful of 
World Cup competitions 
under his belt, Bilodeau had 
quickly surged to No. 2 in 
the world and was a gen¬ 
uine Olympic medal con¬ 
tender. 

It all happened so fast it 
almost seemed easy, he now 
admits. 

Almost. 

“My run was great, I had 
just one mistake, which 
cost me a lot,” said 
Bilodeau, now 22, who 
missed his second jump in 
Turin and tumbled to an 
llth-place finish. 

“I will always remember 
the mistake and I won’t do 
it again.” 

Today, the reigning World 
Cup champ isn’t exactly 
grizzled, but he is wiser and 
even more accomplished 
than the self-described 
“young pup” version of 
himself that competed in 
Turin. 

“Before 2006, I didn’t 
know what the Olympics 
were all about,” said 
Bilodeau, whose eyes widen 
when he starts talking 
about the Games. 

“You’ve got four years to 
train for one thing.” 

The Rosemere, Que. na¬ 
tive is now gunning for that 
next shot at an Olympic 


medal. 

Since his first Olympic ap¬ 
pearance, Bilodeau’s career 
has soared in a judged disci¬ 
pline that awards points to 
athletes based on their tech¬ 
nique for navigating the 
moguls, their execution of 


two aerial tricks and how 
fast they can tear down the 
hill. 

Bilodeau finished the 
2005-06 season ranked sec¬ 
ond in the world and was 
named FIS rookie of the 
year. The following season 


he finished at No. 3, and in 
2007-08 he was No. 4. 

Last season, he exploded 
on the World Cup hills, win¬ 
ning five golds and three sil¬ 
vers in nine starts en route 
to the championship.

According to a CareerBuilder 
survey of 2,700 hiring 
managers and human 
resource professionals across 
industries, hiring in the new 
year promises to affect a wide 
variety of jobs types — it just 
might take a little while to 
get going.

_ Few take advan¬ 
tage of laws that are con¬ 
strued in their favour. 
Fewer will challenge their 
employer’s decisions, how¬ 
ever unjust. Most will just 
complain. But — if you 
have an inclination to 
fight back, here are some 
do’s and don’ts: 

Condonation: If you dis¬ 
agree with an employer’s 
decision, such as not re¬ 
ceiving a salary increase or 
promotion, you must im¬ 
mediately protest it and do 
so in writing. Failing to re¬ 
spond simply conveys to 
your employer that you 
agreed with its decision or 
at least that you did not 
care enough to complain. 
Otherwise, don’t try to ar¬ 
gue the bonus you say you 
were promised must now 
be paid. Similarly, many 


good cases of harassment 
or constructive dismissal 
die on the vine because of 
a delay in mounting an ap¬ 
propriate response. If you 
want a court to believe 
that your job was rendered 
so intolerable that you had 
no option but to leave, 
then you should swiftly do 
just that. 

Skeletons: Just about 
every employee has a 
skeleton in their closet. If 
yours is so bad you can’t 
risk it being exposed, then 
do not challenge your em¬ 
ployer’s decision to dis¬ 
miss you, however unfair. 
Some workplace skele¬ 
tons, although not harm¬ 
ful to your case, will ulti¬ 
mately be harmful to your 
reputation. 

Investigations: If you are 

being accused of some form 
of misconduct, do nothing 
further that suggests you 
are being untruthful. Of¬ 
ten, the initial allegation 
will quietly go away but by 
trying to cover-up even a 
small transgression you 
will give the employer the 
very cause to fire you it was 
so desperately seeking. In 
one recent British Colum¬ 
bia case, the court found 
the employee would have 


Pick your battles 

In one recent case, the em¬ 
ployee lost because he chal¬ 
lenged his employer's efforts 
to restructure, although it 
was done to limit lost inven¬ 
tory. Do not expect your em¬ 
ployer's sympathy when you 
challenge good faith deci¬ 
sions to cut costs. 

been entitled to damages 
but for his dishonesty dur¬ 
ing an investigation into 
his alleged misconduct. 

Contracts: Do not take the 
position that your contract 
applies in some circum¬ 
stances but should be 
thrown out in others. Em¬ 
ployees get caught when 
taking advantage of con¬ 
tractual promises, such as 
a golden parachute, but 
then breaching that same 
contract’s limitations on 
working for a competitor 
or speaking with their 
clients following depar¬ 
ture. Many lawsuits turn 
sideways when the con¬ 
duct you complain of is 
similar to what you have 
done.

The exchange at Toyota 
Canada began like any 
other — sign the 
paperwork, grab the keys, 
go out and find my test ve¬ 
hicle. 

But when I went to press 
the key fob to flash the 
lights and identify the cor¬ 
rect Yaris, I realized there 
was no fob and no buttons 
— just a plain old key. It 
was then I sensed trouble. 

Parked in front of me 
was the 2010 Yaris three- 
door CE Hatchback, in all 
but its most basic trim. 

No keyless entiy, no 
power locks, no power 
windows and when I sat 
down to adjust the mir¬ 
rors, found no power ad¬ 
justments here either. 

In fact, the only options 
were a four-speed automat¬ 
ic transmission that added 
$1,000 to the base price of 
$13,620, and air condition¬ 
ing for another $1,155. 

Despite the challenges of 
running around locking 
and unlocking doors, 
rolling up windows (thank¬ 
fully I didn’t have the five- 
door) and fiddling with the 
side mirrors, I was im¬ 
pressed that Toyota includ¬ 
ed such a stripped-down 
model in its press fleet. 

Sure you can order the 
Yaris Hatchback as a fully- 
loaded, five-door RS with 
the necessary power doo¬ 
dads, in-dash six-CD chang¬ 
er, aluminum alloys and 
more, but that brings the 
price to $20,555 — more 
than many would expect 
to pay for an entry-level 
subcompact.

Systems that send power 
to all four wheels certainly 
aren’t new, but in recent 
years they’ve made consid¬ 
erable progress in technol¬ 
ogy. 

Such is the case with the 
latest version of Mercedes- 
Benz’s 4MATIC all-wheel 
system, first seen in 2007 
on the S-Class, and now 
available on the C-, E- and 
CL-Class. 

“What makes this gener¬ 
ation special, versus what 
else is out there, is the sim¬ 
plicity of the system,” says 
Christopher Goczan, prod¬ 
uct planning manager for 
Mercedes-Benz Canada. 

“It does away with the 
traditional differential 
locks, and uses the brains 
of the car to move torque 
around.” 

The 4MATIC system 
works with the car’s trac¬ 
tion and electronic stabili¬ 
ty control systems, moni¬ 
toring the wheels to deter¬ 
mine which ones are get¬ 
ting the most traction. 

The system sends 55 per 
cent of torque to the rear 
axle in normal driving con¬ 
ditions, but if necessary, it 
can deliver full power to 
just one wheel in order to 
help the driver maintain 
control.

Dave Pagano started his 
life as a pirate a few years 
back wearing a white 
linen shirt with puffy 
sleeves and open neckline. 

Then he bought a ban¬ 
danna, a dreadlocked wig, 
a replica musket, a sword, 
a knife and, this year 
alone, $500 US worth of 
beads. 

Pagano is a Tampa pirate 
and, later this month, he 
will be in his buccaneer 
glory when the city’s annu¬ 
al pirate festival, Gasparil- 
la, kicks off. Gasparilla, 
which is more than a cen¬ 
tury old, attracted 350,000 
people last year. It’s known 
for its rowdy, Mardi Gras- 
style atmosphere — in¬ 
cluding bead-tossing by 
costumed revellers. 

Pagan will be among 
them, wandering the 
crowds during three pa¬ 
rades, handing out long 
strings of beads — some 
with rubber ducks at¬ 
tached. (The ducks also 
wear pirate hats). 

“You cannot describe the 
fun you have doing it,” said 
Pagano, a 50-something 
business consultant who, 
even on New Year’s Eve, 
sat in a bar dressed in full 
pirate regalia. 

Tampa and pirates go 
way back, long before Jack 
Sparrow or the Tampa Bay 
Buccaneers football team. 

According to city lore, a 
Spanish pirate named Jose 
Gaspar terrorized the west 
coast of Florida in the 18th 
and 19th centuries. The 
swashbuckler’s legend was 
unearthed in 1904, when 
some enterprising city 
leaders — having just re¬ 
turned from Mardi Gras in 
New Orleans — decided

city. 

Later, lcrewes, which is 
also what Mardi Gras clubs 
are called, became more 
plentiful, the costumes 


Led by 
that first initial group, Ye 
Mystic Krewe, the lcrewes 
arrived via boat, floating 
from Hillsborough Bay in¬ 
to the city’s downtown to

“The people who will en¬ 
joy Gasparilla the most 
will be the ones who plan 
ahead,” said Darrell Ste- 
fany, the president of 
Event Fest, which produces 
the annual Seminole Hard 
Rock Gasparilla Pirate Fest.

In Richard Matheson’s 
groundbreaking 1954 
novella I Am Legend, a 
devastating plague 
ravages the planet, 
turning humanity into a 
race of shambling 
vampires, hell bent on 
drinking the blood of any 
survivors that have the 
misfortune of 
crossing their 
paths. 

In the new 
horror/thriller 
Daybreakers, 
a similar set¬ 
up sees 

mankind 
falling prey to a 
vampiric disease. 

Except here, the 
ghouls become the master 
race: A cultured, man¬ 
nered, sophisticated socie¬ 
ty of monsters who live by 
night. 

The film is the latest of¬ 
fering from Australia’s 
Spierig Brothers, the wild¬ 


eyed lads who previously 
gave us 2005’s loopy zom¬ 
bie epic Undead. 

But unlike that dement¬ 
ed spoof, Daybreakers 
takes its subject consider¬ 
ably more seriously, fusing 
gore-caked thrills with so¬ 
cial satire and intimate 
character study while de¬ 
livering a vampire film 
that bends — but not 
breaks — the rules. 

“We respect the vampire 
mythology,” says Pe¬ 
ter Spierig of his 
oft-exploited 
subject. We 
didn’t want to 
break too 
many of the 
rules, but by 
the same to¬ 
ken we wanted 
to really do 
something differ¬ 
ent. We wanted to add the 
social commentary too, 
without being too heavy- 
handed about it or 
preachy. I think we found 
the right balance.” 

Daybreakers stars Ethan 
Hawke as Edward (not to 


be confused with the Twi¬ 
light vampire), an undead 
pharmacist experimenting 
on humans in order to find 
a cure for the living corpse 
condition that ails his 
kind. Unlike his callous 
contemporaries however, 
Edward cares about hu¬ 
mans and, after he inad¬ 
vertently saves a gang of 
hunted, mortal rebels, be¬ 
comes embroiled in a plot 
to put a stake in the heart 
of this new, twilight world. 

“We got lucky with our 
cast,” says brother Michael 
of Daybreakers’ solid sta¬ 
ble of actors, which also in¬ 
clude heavy hitters Sam 
Neil and Willem Dafoe. 

“It was an incredible 
thrill to have them on 
board. In Undead, we had a 
virtually non-existent 
budget and it was wild this 
time having a stable of peo¬ 
ple working for you who 
were this talented, both in 
front of and behind the 
camera. And if all goes well 
with the movie’s release, 
we might actually be able 
to make another one.”

Egg and Bacon 
Spaghetti 

INGREDIENTS: 

14 oz (400 g) spaghetti 
3 1/2 oz (100 g) frozen peas 

3 1/2 oz (100 g) bacon 
strips, cut into 1/2-in. (1 
cm) pieces 

6 scallions, sliced 
1/2 cup (125 mL) grated 
Parmesan cheese 

4 eggs 

6 3/4 tbsp (100 mL) ricotta 
cheese 

METHOD: 

1. Cook pasta according to 
package instructions. Add 
peas for final 3 minutes of 
cooking, returning water 
to boil. 

2. Put bacon pieces into 
fiying pan and dry-fry over 
medium heat, stirring oc¬ 
casionally, until lightly 
browned and crispy. Drain 
off excess fat from pan, 


leaving about 1 tsp (5 mL). 
Add scallions and cook 
gently until just soft. 

3. Put Parmesan cheese in¬ 
to bowl with eggs and 
ricotta cheese. Season 
with ground black pepper 
and beat with fork. 

4. Drain spaghetti and 
peas; return to hot, empty 
pot with bacon and 
scallions. Off heat, add egg 
mixture and toss 
thoroughly; eggs will 
thicken in residual heat 
for creamy sauce. Turn in¬ 
to serving bowl and serve.
